With General Electric claiming 
the invention of Dr. Irving Lan- 
guir for an improved vacuum tube, 
which would extend its patent mon- 
opoly from 1825, it is opposed by 
several interests. 

The DeForrest Radio company is 
appealing the case, having lost in 
the third circuit court after win- 
ning in the Delaware district court. 
Allied with it, as “Friends of the 
Court,” are the Chemical Founda- 
tion, Radiological Society of North 
America, Radiological Research In- 
stitute, Inc., and the Federal Tele- 
graph company, a part of the Mac- 
kay Radio system. 

Oral argument, which opened yes- 
terday, will be concluded Monday. 

The vacuum tube, on which mo- 
dern radio is based, dated from a 
discovery of Thomas A. Edison in 
1884. In 1904, Fleming, a British 
scientist, developed a tube, and in 
1906 Dr. Lee De Forrest, the Ameri- 
can inventor, improved and patent- 
ed it. The De Forrest patent has 
expired. 

The Langmuir invention’ dates 
from a patent office application in 
1913, but the patent was-not finally 
issued until 1925..It is attacked by 
‘the “De Forrést company as invalid 
because it does not embrace a new 
principle in science.

TO BE CAREFUL|* 


Local Motor Club Is 
Getting Ready for 
Safety Week 


What causes the most automobile 
accidents? There are many answers, 
or in other words there are many 
things to remember when one is sit- 
ting behind the wheel. In view of the 
forthcoming National Safety Week, 
which date is not yet set but may 
be observed the middle of May, the 
Muscatine branch of the Eastern 
Iowa Motor club, affiliated with the 
A. A. A., gives a few hints to the 
public in hopes of curbing to some 
extent the many needless accidents. 

“Perhaps the most deadly of ac- 
cidents are the results of speeding. 
Speeding is needless and foolish. 
Speeders endanger others than 
themselves half of the time,” ac- 
cording to an article released by the 
motor club. 

“It seems to be the fate of speed- 
ers to escape accidents more often 
than is their just due, while some 
careful driver bears the suffering 
through the ‘fool’s’ practice,” it goes 


on. 
Remember Signals 

The motor club brings to the atten- 

tion of the driver the careful and 

diligent use of signals. 

“The driver behind you is not a 
mind reader: he governs his actions 
by your signals,” is some of the ad- 
vice the club offers. 

“If you neglect them a collision 
may result. Signals are not merely 
acts of courtesy; they are absolute- 
ly necessary for the safety under 
present conditions. 

Pedestrians could, if they would 
stop to think, save many accidents 
,8 avoiding unnecessary moves. 

ve all things they are warned 
by the motor club to look before 
they leap. 

“Stormy weather calls for addi- 
tional precaution on the part of 
both the driver and the pedestrian. 
The pedestrian is apt to pull his hat 
down over his face or hold his um- 
brella down and dash across the 
street without watching where he 
is going. The driver should be sure 
his vision is clear and unobstructed 
so that he may be able to watch 
these things carefully. 

“The man who buries his head in 
an umbrella and rushes across the 
street is foolish as the ostrich who 
thinks he fools his pursuers by bury- 
ing his head in the sand,” the article 
continues. 

The repair of automobiles is 
stressed as an important factor in 
safety today. 

“Quick thinking and steady nerv- 
€s won’t prevent an accident if your 
brakes and steering gear are de- 
fective,” the motor club declares.

“Later the advertising was curtailed, and about 1907 it 
was discontinued altogether, as the company thought the 
product so well-known that it did not require further adver- 


tising. 


“Sales fell off rapidly, but the owners persisted in their 
non-advertising policy until 1915, when the whole concern, 
including good will, was sold for $12,000. Pearline was dead. 

“Many other products whose names were household words 
a few years ago are not heard of today because they failed 


_ to keep-up their advertising and consequently the public for- 


got them. 


“Businessmen must remember that new generations are 
coming along all the time, and these new buyers must be 
personally sold on a product or a store, as their fathers and 
mothers were sold before them. The only time it is safe to 
stop advertising is when one is ready to go out of business.”

‘Advance Predictions 
For Kentucky Race 
Thrown to Winds 


LOUISVILLE, Ky.—(INS)—Ad- 


| Derby were thrown to the winds 
| here at Churchill Downs Saturday 
as Insco, Don Leon and Sweep All, 
| favorites for the May 16 classic, 
failed to come through in the fourth 
race. 

This race, run over six and one- 
half furlongs, brought ten Kentucky 
Derby eligibles to the post. Don 
Leon, one of the favorites, man- 
aged to finish third to Pittsburgher 
and Spanish Play, two lesser Derby 
lights, which finished first and sec- 
ond, respectively. 

Pittsourgher was ridden by 
Charles Corbett and paid $26.28 for 
two dollar mutuel tickets. 

Owned by the Shady Brook farm 
of Kentucky, Pittsburgher ran a 
smashing race, covering the six and 
a half furlong stretch in 1:17 4-5, 
missing the track record set by dis- 
tinction in 1921 by only one fifth 
of a second. 

It is difficult to interpret what 
the outcome of this race may mean 
to derby hopes. Insco, which had 
been training well, was entirely 
without speed. Sweep All was fad- 
ing all through the race. Don Leon 
ran third, but it wasn’t much to 
boast about. 

The fifty seventh running of the 
Clark Handicap, which dates back 
to 1875, just as do the Kentucky 
Derby and the Kentucky Oaks, saw 
the downfall of Tannery, which was 
just as good a favorite with the 
Kentuckians as was Insco in the 
previous race. Tannery started well, 
but finished a poor sixth. The race 
was won by Bargello, owned by Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt Whitney, son of 
the late Harry Payne Whitney. Bar- 
gello galloped across the finish, win- 
ner by two lengths. He ran the 
mile and a sixteenth in 1:44 4-5,

_ Record Against Sentman; 

As though bettering a _ world’s 
record were not important enough 
in itself, Keller chose to stage his 
extraordinary dash against the 
champion, Lee Sentman of Illinois. 

Off like a shot. he whizzed over 
the 120-yard event in 14.3 seconds, 
one-tenth of a second faster than 
the ten-year world’s record of E. J. 
Thomson of Dartmouth, and licked 
Sentman by three or four yards be- 
sides. 

Overcoming a five-yard lead 
which his teammates on the Ohio 
State shuttle hurdle relay squad 
permitted Michigan State, Keller, 
anchor man, promptly ate up the 
distance and finished the race in 
1:01.6, two-tenths of a second fas- 
ter than the old world’s record 
which an Ohio State team set in 


1929 
Record Not Official 

Official timers announced at the 
conclusion of the race that they 
had clocked Keller in the astound- 
ing time of 13.9 seconds for the last 
120 yards, or four-tenths of a sec- 
ond faster than he ran in his race 
against Sentman two hours before. 

The fact that he pushed over one 
or two hurdles during the first race 
was expected to rob him of an of- 
ficial world’s record. Major John 
L. Griffith, Big Ten athletic com- 
missioner, doubted whethér the 
mark could be officially recognized 
except at the Ohio relays for that 
reason. "

WILLING TO BE 
BACK IN FOLD 


They Demand Winner|} 


Not Be Recognized 
World Champion 


California, ambitious to make the 
1932 Olympic Games the greatest 
ever, are campaigning to have ten-/7 
nis restored on the program in time 
for next year’s competition. 

Tennis formerly was on the Olym- 
pic program but was withdrawn 
years ago because of differences be- 
tween the International Lawn Ten- 
nis Federation and the Olympic. 
authorities. 

The tennis body, it is understood, 
is willing to come back in the fold 
providing the Olympic body will 
make some concessions, chief of 
which is that: 

“The holding of the Olympic} en 
Games in on Nang year not to can- 
cel or supercetle the holding during 
that year of any officially recogni- 
zed lawn tennis championships or 
competitions, and the Olympic 
Games not to be regarded as a 
‘championship of the world’ in lawn 
tennis.” 

Other Minor Points 

The tennis body also insists on 
other points, considered minor in 
comparison with the foregoing. The 
tennis people want at least one rep- 
resentative on the International 
Olympic committee; to be permit- 
ted to cooperate in the organization 
of Olympic tennis; and that the 
definition of an amateur tennis 
player in the Olympics ‘be that as 
set forth by the tennis body, and 
no other. 

Prospects are bright for a ‘rec- 
onciliation’ but the time is very 
short and whether or not the two 
bodies can be gotten together in 
time for the Los Angeles games is 
the big question. 

California is taking the initiative 
and will do all in its power to bring 
this about. 

Fine Team Next Year 

If tennis is restored by next year 
America should have a fine team in 
the big games. This year’s Davis 
Cup team is made up of youngsters 
who, notwithstanding their pres- 
ent brilliance, will be much better 
next year. 

And, of course, there is Californ- 
ia’s own favorite daughter, Helen 
Wills Moody,.for the women’s side 
of the game. No doubt Mrs. Moody’s 
status has something to do with 
California’s eagerness to restore 
tennis—one of the greatest amateur 
athletes of the world right on the 
ground and no place provided for 
her on the program. 

California also has Helen Jacobs, 
not to be compared with the other 
Helen, but very good nevertheless. 

Many Native Daughters 

Should the two Helens get in the 
_ Olympics, by means of a reconcilia- 
tion between tennis and the Olym- 
pics, California will have many na- 
tive daughters in the big games. 

Girl athletes of the coast have 
been very prominent in all compe- 
titions the last few years. Of the 
nineteen girls who went to the 1928 
Olympics seven of them were from 
California. 

They were Elta Cartwright and 
Anne Vrana, sprinters; Rayna Wil- 
son, half miler; Maybelle Reich- 
ardt, Lillian Copeland and Margery 
Jenkins, discus throwérs; and Mar- 
ion Holley, high jumper. 

Many girls then. too young to 
make the team are now eligible and 
will be among the foremost candi- 
dates when the tryouts are held next 
spring. 

Champion of Champions 

Then up the coast a ways is Hel- 
ene Madison, the champion of 
champions when it comes to shat- 
tering swimming marks. There has 
never been a girl like her’ in swim- 
ming annals and she is only seven- 
teen,

Weakness in the New York secur- 
ities market and the usual period 
of liquidation in May contracts com- 
bined to give most grains a heavy 
undertone. 

Winter wheat prospects in this 
country are very promising and pri- 
vate estimates ranged from 632,- 
000,000 to 690,000,000 bushels. Rus- 
sian reports indicated that spring 
grain has not made the pro- 
gress expected, and France is again 
complaining of too much rain. Else- 
where abroad conditions are gener- 
ally favorable. 

Foreign news reflects much small- 
er stocks abroad and for the first 
week since last August, Russia 
shipped no wheat. 

The invoking of the emergency 
Tule permitting carlot deliveries of 
grain on contracts of old May, 
added pressure in corn. Shipping 
demand continucd disappointing 
and crop news favorable. Pros- 
pects are for a good increase in the 
corn area and for an early plant- 
ing, season.
